The closing week of Dunn’s life was 
marked by a sensational escape and 
recapture. 
Last Monday he overpow­ 
ered th** guard and forced the man, at 
th*' point of two revolvers, to open the 
cell door. 
Dunn next forced the Jailer 
and a deputy sheriff to enter the cell 
with the guard, locking all three be­ 
hind tho bars. 
Dunn then fled to tho 
woods, remained 
in 
hiding for two 
days an*l then went to th** house of his 
brother-in-law in Andrew county. Fear 
lug that Dunn’s Identity had become 
known th** fugitive’s relatives put him 
In a buggy and started him across the 
country, forty five minutes ahead of 
officers who had hastened

where Dunn, Sn a state of collapse, 
had taken refuge in a hotel.
